Entrance to all trotting and running races to 


close with the Secretary at 9 o'clock P. M. on 
Tuesday. August 20, 18b9, 


All entries to bo made In writing, to give Bex* 


color and marks of horses. Also name and resi- 
dence of owner, and In running races colon to b« 
worn by rider, and any other particulars that will 
enable the audience to distinguish the horse In the 
race. 


Write "Entries to Races," on outside of envelope 


and Beat, 


Entrance fco ten per cent of puree, to accompany 


entries. 


In all races, 5 or iLore to enter and 3 or more to 
start. 


National Association rules to "govern trotting, 


but the Board reserves the rieht to trot heats ot 
any two classes alternately, it necessary to finish 
any day's racing, or to tros a special race between 
the heats, or change the order of racea advertised 
for any day. 


Unless otherwise ordered by the Board, no horse 
is qualified to be entered in any District race that 
has not been owned >nd kept in the District six (6) 
montUs prior to the day of tho race, and any entry 
by any person of any disqu%luied horse shall be 
lusld liable for the entrance fee contracted, without 
any right to compete for a purse, aad shall be held 
liable to penalties prescribed by the National As- 
Bociation and Rules of the SUte Apricuaurtl So- 
ciety and expulsion from the Association. 


If, in the opinion of the Judges, any rac* cannot 
be completed on the closing day ol the Fair.it 
may be continued or declared off at tho option of 
the Judges. 


Iu all races noted above, five or more paid up 


entries required to fill and three or more horaeito 
start, but tbe Board reserves the right to hold en- 
tries and start a race with a less number and de- 
duct a proportionate amount of the purte. 


When less thau the required number of startera 


appear they may contest for the entrance money, 
to be divided as follows: 66S to the first and 33H 
to the second.
